The Salvadoran 
foreign minister emphatically rejected the charges by Commander Daniel Ortega that 
Costa Rica, Honduras, and El Salvador are trying to manipulate the Contadora process. 

[Begin Castillo Claramount recording] I emphatically deny this because Salvadoran 
dignity and the respect that the Salvadoran people and our democratic government 
deserve cannot accept charges of this nature. We are undoubtedly endorsed and supported 
by the absolutely ethical and civic moral act of the Salvadoran people. We are 
indebted to the Salvadoran people and their ethical, civic principles.
